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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . Claims 1-9 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a bicycle with pedals 
having both clockwise and counterclockwise motion, and a main shaft structure comprising 

a main shaft having bearing portions on both ends, 

the shaft Including first and second springs, gear bushing, and a fixing unit.
